WHO ARE RESPDNSIBLE? 

The Toronto Globe gives Mr. Dalton 
MoCartliy eredit for not evading the 
fact that " The full constituliuiial re- 
spoiisiliility tor the use or misuse of tin- 
o[i[><jrt unity of diaallowanco of the .Jes- 
uit .i' K.hIiUcm Act rests KXC'I.CMIVKLV upon 
.Sir John .MacJunald and his colleagues." 
This is the utteranoo of a pettifogging 
(lolitioiau, who puts party' before every- 
thing, and who docs not allow any 
moral obligation or any considei ation of 
honor to stand in the way of his making 
what he regards as a point agaiiiHt an 
opponent. As every man of common 
sense kaowa, and every inun of common 
honest^ must adniit, the constitutional 
responsiliility of the allowance of the 
Jefiuit.i' I'^st^ites Act isshaivd by oveiy 
memboi' of th<^ iroiir>i' of Comni.'iis who 
nupporli'd the I Invei iiiiieiii \\ hen it.s 
policy on that most important subject 
waa called In question. The (pieation 
then Biihmilted to th« representatives of 
the people of the Dominion, stripped uf 
all uiiiiecew.sary verbiage, was : " Is 
the fli)vi;runii;ut doing right in allow- 
the 'leiiuitH' Kstates Act to hecome law ?" 
Kvory uian who gave an atlirniative 
answor to that question took upon hiin- 
8«lf as lui'ge a share of tbe rospousihility 
for the allowance of that Act as Sir John 
iliicdonald liiiiiHelf.

been forced cither to disallow the Act, 
to resign, or to appeal from Parliament 
to the people.

Domin- 
ion, ou which ho depends principally 
for support, the rise and [irogreas of a 
liittor mid widespread agitation against 
his policy without showing the slight'-st 
indication of even uneasiness. lie 
seems (lv.ieviiMi".'l I" .stiinil b; — i>iit \\<, 
belioves t.. I)e the eib'"-- "iu'er 
what may Ije the consequences. 

It is not to be exiiected that the 
Lilierals, who see that he has ri.skeil so 
much to imrsuea polii.;y which they, us a 
body, heartily approve,' will unite with 
disalTeeted Conservatives, with whose 
idins diitl pi iiieiples they hav,- no --ym- 
patliy, to ovurtlirow the prcjenl L;overii- 
iiient. This is the eiuirse which t he ( llobe 
would have lliom pursue, but a more 
unprincipled one it would lie liar<l to 
imagine. As long as Sir John Mae- 
donald's Government is in danger on 
account of tho eouivie be has taken 
on this Jesuit question it is the duty of 
the Liberals io stand by him. Thoy 
should not see him injured for doing 
whal thoy helieve to be right, and we 
do not believe that they will. 

It is hard to tell how imicli depends 
upon moderate and liberal-minded iii':!! 
of both parties standing liriiily together 
>iL this crisis in the history of tho Do- 
iiiiiiion. A disHolutionist p.irt y has been 
forintxl, uiid it h.xs made some headway. 
We say "dissolutionist party" adviaeilly, 
tor there can he no question that the 
men who f'Nrm a parly in this Dominion 
.Ml the basis of race and religion are, 
whether they know it or not, di.ssolu- 
lionists. If that [lart}' grow at all 
strong, not only will (Jnebec become 
liasatisticd and try to find some way 
.)ut of the Union, but there will be 
itrife between I'lolestaiit s and ("atlio- 
lies in every other pr.ivi iiee of the |)ii- 
iiiinioii. Cnholics \\[\\ lie driven to 
iinit<^ and this union will create! aiitagon- 
isiii. Liburals in theat iiiitain, when 
rhey believed the imionuf tho£mpirc to 
lie in danger, did not liesitato to give 
I heir support to the {Viu.servalive leader, 
who placed the preservation of the in- 
■egrity iif the I'hnpii-e before every I hiiig. 
riiey preferred priiiciide to ]iai t\ , iiiiil, 
whether we agree with iheni or not, we 
cannot help admiring tlicin for their 
loyalty lo principle.

Supt. Roycraft's office is goaoruUy kept 
under lock and key, and it ia only at 
long intei'vuls that its bloodBliiint il and 
crltno-tuintod oontenth HuiMlayliglit.

form around its intcrinr. \'irti)iia in 
not H <;ity witli an nnusnally large blot 
on its ii'cnr.ls, iioi- it one wliich is 
noted uniniig till' many large citioH of tlie 
contincnl for a sncocision of harrcju iiig 
auts of crime, or inyHterioiis deed.s of 
vengeance. TliiH being hajipily the 
ease, the contents of thu Kogue.H' i^abi- 
net are not many, and it is pleasant to 
note that, with oidy i>ne or two excop- 
lions, even tliuHu that are eontaiuDil iii it 
lire the ollspring of acts of violence per- 
formed by the Chinese and Indians, and 
not by the \\hiU\ residents oS mu- I'oni- 
nuuiily. 

A battered and bleached sknll, the 
most striking object in the "show," lies 
at the bottom of the case uniashed into 
fragnn-nts, hut with the teeth ami jaw- 
bone complete and loondng ont in horri- 
ble distinctness. Above it is a piece of 
wood two feet hnig and as thick us a 
man's ami, on which clotted blood 
."itains and pieces of hair are easily appa- 
ent. This slick il was that killed a 
Intchinan at Lytton, 15. ("., on the line 
o' the V. 1'. Railway. It is his skull lies 
uiiderneatli. Threo tramps, driven to 
the doud it was supposeii by desjiera- 
tioii, killed and rolibed the man, and 
then made oil'. Two weeks after the 
act, they were caplnied by the provin- 
cial police and hronght to justice. 'I'hey 
were all imprisoned for life, but last A n - 
gust one of thorn, O'Connor, made his 
escape into the .United States, whitn 
working witli the chain gang. 

A young man, it was never found out 
who or what he was, shot hiin.selr 
through the hcail in IS.S.") at .Sliawnigan 
Lake, and his body was discovuieil next 
duy on the liordora of thulake, stilVniid 
half (luconipoaed. Tiio little Derringiir 
revolver that he killed himself with w lus 
held tight in ilia dead liand when he 
was found. He had put too much po\s' 
der into it before ho committed the act 
and it is now lying in the cabinet 
strained and twisted with the oU'eets of 
tlio allot with which he siMit liiins('lf out 
of the world. 

Along, shaip, dangerous looking knife 
that Iitiugs on a null in the back of the 
cose, '^h'as a fiiul history, as its bluoil- 
clotted blude suggests. The rudidy 
shaped handle, its original color now 
hidden by bloud stains, was held in the 
hands of the Indian (ieiid who .so cruelly 
muril(M-ed \fomaiis in lSH-1, at the 
.Skeeiia l iver. 'I'lic vii'tim \s'as stabbed 
right through the shoulder blade, and 
the body was found daj's aflerwards. 

In the .same year I IHS 1 ) the spot whoio. 
lit our annual regatlas, the umpire's 
barge is anclioreil at the ( lorgo, « asthe 
sceni' of a tragedy, as a le.suit of which 
a young unknown man uas found dead 
by the side of the w.iler, with an old 
llartford revolver (now in the case) at 
his side, ami nil ugly hole thrcmgh his 
telnpl(^ He kill(!d liiuiself one evening 
uhen the (lorge was gay with lioatiiig 
]iarties, ami the ail'air cast a gloom over 
the enjoyment of eveiybody. 

Among the lirst of the Chinese ri^si- 
deiits of Victoria were a family of 
three,- a father, mother, anil son, the 
latter being Wong iling, a young man 
of years of age. ^Une ev'.'niiig his 
parents rufu.sod to grant their permis- 
sion for his return to China, and, iil 
niiilnight, a terrible tragedy was enact- 
ed. \Voiig Iling entered the room in 
which Ilia mother and father weresleei)- 
ing, with a learlen slung shot in bis 
liauds, and deliberately i)eai out the 
brains of both, and hid the inangleil anil 
bleeding bodies uinler the bed. .Vii hour 
afterwards he committed .suic iiie by cm 
tin^ his throat from car to ear with a 
■ native razor. The shot and the razor 
hnng side by side in the culiinot, arc the 
relics (^{ the alliiir. Ghastly relici they 
are;'too, as thoy lie togotl'ier and testify 
to wliut is perhaps the darkest deed of 
Victoria's history. It happened in IHtM). 

Another Chiuese tragedy gives inter- 
est to a peculiarly made foreign dagger 
in the cabinet, -The instrument bus a 
blade of 'tKe best steel, and is topped by 
a well-carved head of copper and bra»H. 
One niglt^. in 1879a Chinese coolie was 
coniing,pat of ji^ gambling dea on Fis- 
gard street,' wheiVbe 'was struck down 
and murdered with this dagger. A 
merchant, Wong Foo, was sianding 
by at the time, and was accused of lia\ - 
ing performed the deed. Though vig- 
orously protesting his complute inno- 
cence, a veriHol of manslaughter was 
brought in against him, and he was acn- 
touced to fourteen ye.irs' iinpri.ionment 
in the peiutentiary. -Vfter si.v inontliH' 
iucarceiation. he alteuiptcd to commit 
suicide by cutting his tliroat, hut did 
not succeed. However, in consequence 
of this act, his fooil bas to bo given him 
through a silver tube, lie is now kept 
heavily ironed in the gaol, as he is dan- 
gerous, having iu'conie insane. 

Many of the readers of this will still 
have fresh in I heir memories the reciu'd 



the mjingled remainn of the victim some 
wueks after the tragedy. 

A coil of white tUler rope fantastical- 
ly hung on the cover of the cabinet and 
wound neatly round, mano' war fashion, 
is uU that now remains of a suicide that 
oconrred a very short tinie ago at tin? 
\''ictoriu fJarduiis, w hen a man who was 
reported as Mali Koe, but who had noth- 
ing whatever to do with the murder of 
t.he Chinese girl some weeks before, 
liiing himself in a stable, and caused a 
nine days sensation at the generally 
peai:enble (iorge. The ropo was the 
means by which ho found an entrance 
to the unknown windd. 

iSurronuding the above-named article;! 
are knnckle-dnsteis, lieavy leg in.nis 
and anklets, nippers, and all the para- 
phernalia conuoclod with the duties 
uid necessities of the term of ollice of a 
Iiolico ofBcial. Altogetiier, the rogues' 
gallery contains enough relics of inter- 
est to make a visit to it both inatruclivo 
and entertaining. Bugus gold dust, 
skeleton keys and many other curios, 
lormerly the property of crimiiiula, and 
too nmnerouB to mention, arc |also to be 
fonnd there.

was an .Aineriraa schooner, that in IS.Sli 
sailed ficir.i .Seattle to Nortbern ports. 
With a large rrew, ji: iii. i|ially of .Ameri 
cans, she put in al lilciikinsop Hay, 
where one night she w as captured by a 
largo band of Indians. The whole crew 
was ruthlessly murdered, and the na- 
tives then set to work lo but ji the ship, ll 
was not till ISSTthatanythingwas known 
about the fate of the .Seabiril and hei 
crew. Then, on eni|niries being made, 
it was discovered that all that was left 
of her was lying in a nu'lted nia.ss on the 
beach at lileiikinsop I'ay. .Macoose 
and Cloclaaka, two Indians, were cap- 
tured by the police, and although it was 
knovar that they had Inid u hand in the 
murder, it could not be bronghl 
home to them. They were 
found guilty of inanslanghtei', how- 
over, and sentenced to seven years 
impriBoninent each. L'loclaska died ol 
rapid consumption in the provincial 
pool last year. TJie other is still serv- 
ing bis senlonce. The relics of the sad 
atlair Ho in the cabinet in the sbn|ie of 
a rowlock, all battered iind loltiiiL', and 
a piri;e of congloUH'iato in Nvliirli can be 
diacerneil melti'il glass, iienholders, and 
human bones, all hea]ieii into a solid 
mas.s, aud beiuiug leslimony lo tliegreat 
heat that the hiiiiiing of I he vessel must 
have caused. 

Two ugly looliiiig hoisr pistols, that 
lie siile by side on a top shelf, have a 
history in which both are concerned. 
Kit iMuccoolo, a well-known Indian at 
the .Skeena River, shol and killed a man 
with one of t hem ont of revenge, and, 
after he had cnnsummated the deed, 
fled. Oflioor Green, of the provincial 
police, gave oliase, and in twodavs 
cume up with the murderer, whom 
he " allot ' dead as the latter 
was [making I his esoape. The body 
was buried, arid it was thought tinit the 
aflfair was over. This, however, wivs 
not 80. A blood relative of the murderer 
killed by Oreon took np the feud, and 
with the second [lislol ran amuck 
through the villiige in which his kin . 
man had been shot, killing the chief ot 
the tribe and novcral others. Then, fear- 
ful of capture, he shot himself through t he 
heart. It was this tragedy that caused 
the ".Skeena war." 

A .Malay "skeara," a long razor- 
bladed insi i uiueiit , ibiuglcs down in 
fioiil of a coil of Kipe, of which more 
anon. On close iiivest igid ion ilaik 
ataius can be seen running in streaks 
over tlio blade. This was the weapon 
wielded by a young Chinese lad in IHTil, 
when ho killed .\h Soy, a prostitute, in 
u boat on the harbor. lie completely 
aevored the head from the body, and 
then threw the ovidcncc of his guilt 
into the walei'', ' Ifu escaped and was 
never afterwards hooi'd of. The dagger
